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THE STRIKE WEAPON 
Harry Bridges, the powerful and unpre- 
dictablo west coast labor leader, Is quoted as 
saying that the strike weapon la no longer 
eflectlve In the United states. 

Probably Mr. Bridges Is not tlie only lilgti- 
up unionist who has reached that conclusion, 
though no others have exprcs.'icrt themselves 
with such Hat finality. And, whether or not 
the Australian head of the longshoremen'a 
union made his .■statement with mental res- 
ervations, there Is abundant evidence to .sup- 
port It. 

It was Inovltahle that public opinion .should 
turn against strikes and strikers In war In- 
dustries. Responsibility for work stoppages 
which cost time and lives was u.sually fixed 
on local officials and local membership. Most 
of tho top union officials condemned strikes 
In their own domains. 

Nevertheless, the whole union movement 
has suffered some loss of public eslcem. And 
the result of these violations of the wartime 
no-atrlko pledge may be evident In the days 
of peace to come. 

Some weapons should be handled care- 
fully and used only on the strongest prov- 
ocatlon. The strike Is one ot them. It Is 
a legitimate weapon In the hands of respon- 
alble persons who use It as a last resort In 
anforclne ]ust demands. No falr-mlndcd 
person would deny labor the use ot It under 
such circumstances. 

But too many war-work stoppages have 
seemed to bn strikes for strikes' sake. Too 
many have arisen from Impatience, not from 
Intolerable and Insoluble situations. Too 
many have betrayed a lack of sympathy with 
the orderly, civilized processes of discussion, 
arbitration and compromise. Too many have 
umacked ol senseless class war In the midst 
bf tragic conflict. 

There Is little doubt that the strikers' 
short-sighted Impatience has led foes of un 
lonlsm to provoke further stoppages In an 
attempt to Inflame public Indignation. This 
baiting and goading has worked, even though 
wise labor leaders have urged their member- 
flhtp to endure these provocations calmly and 
present them for public Judgment In a dig- 
nified manner. 

Thus wartime strikers have not .^o much 
destroyed the weapon's effectiveness as they 
have turned the weapon against labor Itself. 
By flourishing the weapon Indiscriminately 
they have succeeded in boring or angering 
a great many, and frightening no one. 

Mr. Bridges counsels labor that a newer 
and better weapon Is political action. This 
advice comes from a man who has tried both 
rtotence and suavity, and has noted the re- 
sults. 



TONSILS AND POLIO 

Although the precise cause and prevention 
of Infantile paralysis are still a mystery, the 
medical profession has obser^'cd many con- 
tributing and aggravating factors that seem 
to increase susceptibility to the disease. 

According to the National Toundatlon for 
Infantile Paralysis, It has been noted that 
tonsil and adenoid operations tend lo add to 
the danger ol contracting poliomyelitis In its 
most serious form during an epidemic. 

This is the season of the year when the 
threat of a polio epidemic is most ominous. 
This Is also the vacation ,^ea,son when It seems 
most logical to parents to have tonsH opera- 
tions performed on their children. 

The National Foundation reports 50 per 
cent more polio case* throughout the nation 
In the first five months of this year than In 
the same period of 1044. It might bo pru- 
dfiut, therefore, for parents to check care- 
luUy with their physicians on the Incidence 
of polio In the community when planning a 
tonsil operation lor their children
